WILL UNDERSTAND US PRECEPTIONS. 

3. MISSION WOULD APPRECIATE RECEIVING THE TEXT OF THE SECRETARY'S 
STATEMENT IN ORDER TO DISTRIBUTE COPIES TO THE SYG AND 
PERMREPS WITH A VIEW TO ANY EARLY COUNCIL DISCUSSION. 

4. WASHINGTON GUIDANCE ON NAC DISCUSSION OF DETENTE ISSUE 
WOULD BE APPRECIATED.
